1 9 1 5 , February 23, Dr. Alex Dienst, of Tem ple, prepared and pub­ 
lished an article relating the story of the attem pt of disgruntled 
union men, those who had opposed secession and the war against 
the United States, presented to congress a petition for the form a­ 
tion of “The S tate of W est T exas,” defining its boundaries and 
even w ent so far as to fram e a constitution for the proposed com ­ 
m onw ealth.

In the article referred to liberal extracts are quoted from the 
proposed constitution of the new state and Dr. D ienst includes al­ 
so a letter from Guy M. Bryan, one of the pioneers of T exas, 
which fully and eloquently voices the sentim ents of every true 
T exan, even to this good day, in opposition to a division of T exas. 
T he Mirror gives here som e interesting extracts from the article, 
w hich are valuable as his story: 
Since the days of the Republic 
of T exas and the annexation of T exas to the U nited ^tatef 
its constitution providing that any tim e T exas saw fit her dom in­ 
ion m ight De divided into separate states as her 
people 
m ight 
choose, there have been a num ber of earnest efforts m ade by dif­ 
ferent groups o f people living in different sections of the state 
w hose people entertained view s which, to them seem ed to ( all for a 
disintegration of the suite. 
Of these various efforts made for a 
division of the state that w hich cam e nearest to fruition w as one 
m ade shortly after the civil 
war; they even 
went so far as to 
draw up an elaborate constitution for “the S tate of West Texas. 
It w as printed and a copy <?f sam e lies before me. 
I will quote a 
few of the Ballant passages to illustrate the object of the founders 
of the new State of W est T exas, the boundaries the intense object 
desired by the founders, om itting m uch which of course, is irre- 
\ plant to the object of separation:

Topeka, Kan., April 14.—If bank 
robbers are accustomed to exercising 
foresight as to possible capture, the 
Kansas Bankers’ Association is anx­ 
ious that they read up on laws and 
offers of reward in Kansas designed 
to discourage their activities in this 
state. 
The association has a stand­ 
ing reward of $5,000 for the capture 
of bank robbers and the 1921 Kansas 
legislature doubled the penalty for 
bank robbery, making it from ten to 
fifty years imprisonment. 
The 
law 
applies to attem pts as well as “suc­ 
cessful ” robberies. 
Peace officers say that since the 
bankers’ association made its stand­ 
ing offer of reward, more than a 
year ago, the number of bank robber 
ies has not 
fallen 
off 
perceptibly. 
Within a week atter the new ten to 
fifty years penalty became effective, 
four 
bank 
robbers 
were captured, 
two in B ratt county, and two near 
Topeka. 
The form er 
pair, 
one 
of 
whom was identified as a notorious 
escaped convict, were sentenced to 
thirty years imprisonment “at hard 
labor.” They were sent to the prison 
coal mines upon reaching the state 
penitentiary. The latter pair confess­ 
ed to holding up a bank at St. Mary 
Ran., but they have not yet been tried

Two Bryan Women Elected 
As School Trustees Tuesday 


The Bryan City Commission held an adjourned meeting on 
Tuesday night at the City Hall Mayor Tyler Haswell presiding and 
City Manager E. E. McAdams acting secretary in the absence of 
Secretary uuy P. Bittie with the toilowing commissioners pres­ 
ent: Major L. L. Mclnnis, E, J. .Jenkins, Wilson Bradley and H. 
A. Burger. 
One of the important actions of the commission In 
the official activities of Bryan was the appointment of two well­ 
known women on the School Board, Mrs. W. S. Howell and Mrs. 
S. C. Hoyle. This is the first time in the history of the town that 
women have been selected for this important service and it is the 
concensus of opinion that Mrs. Howell and Mrs. Hoyle will bring 
experience and interest* to the board and will be very valuable 
members. 
There are many educational problems to solve and 
there is a vast and unlimited field for these activities that mean 
so much for the boys and girls of today who will be the men and 
women of tomorrow. The entire citizenship of Bryan approves 
the act of the commission. 
President F. L. Henderson, of the 
School Board, who has given much valuable time to the work, 
was unanimously re-appointed on the board. 
The other mem­ 
bers of the School Board who are holdovers are: W. S. Higgs, 
A. M. Waldrop, Horace Dansby and M. B. Parker. 
The following officers were re-elected by the commission: City 
Manager E. E. McAdams, Chief of Police W. S. Martin, Secretary 
Guy P. Bittie, Fire Marshal and Inspector John Daly Jr., Night 
Policeman T. ll. Franklin, City Health Officer Dr. Jno. W. Black, 
Fire Chief C. E. Jenkins and Assistant Fire Chief A. E. Worley. J. 
J Conroy was elected driver and mechanic for the new Stutz 
pumper. 
City Manager McAdams and Engineer Vaughn, of the State 
Fire Insurance Board, reported in favor of the purchase of the 
Stutz engine for the sum of $12,000 which was agreed to by the 
commission. A test of the engine and pumper was made at the 
Bryan Country Club Friday at 2 o’clock and the bathing pool was 
pumped out In one hour and thirty minutes. The capacity of this 
pump is officially given at 750 gallons per minute and in the test 
Tuesday the machine delivered 828 gallons per minute at a pres­ 
sure of 115 pounds. With the purchase of the Stutz the Bryan in­ 
surance key rate will be reduced 5 cents and the insured will be 
able t6 collect IOO per cent of their insurance policy instead of 
75 cents (or 3-4 as heretofore). 
The Stutz pumper and engine 
is ap approved fire-fighting apparatus in all details and the proper 
Interests of Bryan are safer than ever before from the ravages of 
the fire fiend. 
Chief of the Fire Department Jenkins, who was re-elected, 
has been a Volunteer Fireman for thirty-six years and was first 
elected Fire Chief in 1894 and has served continuously for nearly 
thirty-seven years with the exception of three years during this 
time. Chief Jenkins 1ms seen the fire equipment grow here from a 
small roportlon to its present efficiency and powrer and when he 
turns on the siren alarm for right-of-way he knows that the 750 
gallon power pressure will be able to control any ordinary fire.

BIZZELL DISCUSSES 
WORK OF A. & M. 
COLLEGE OF TEXAS 


(Special to the Eagle) 
College Station, Texas, April 12.— 
Dr. W. B. Bizzell, president of the 
Texas A gricultural and Mechanical 
College, has given out the following: 
In some of the State papers of Sun­ 
day, April 8, President Bralley of the 
Col.ege of Industrial A rts vigorously 
attacks the present policy of conduct­ 
ing the agricultural extension work 
in this State and charges, by indirec­ 
tion, that the present policy is waste­ 
ful and inefficient. While I reg ret,the 
necessity of entering into a contro­ 
versy with the president of another 
State institution, I am compelled to 
deny absolutely his charge that the ex­ 
tension service of the State is inef­ 
ficient or that in its administration 
there is a wast** of public funds. I am 
compelled also to take sharp issue 
with President Bralley with reference 
to the desirability of separating the 
farm and home demonstration work. 
It is my belief th at he bases his argu­ 
ment on a fallacy that must become 
obvious to any man who seriously 
analyzes the situation. 
Message Misunderstood 
President Bralley refers to a mes­ 
sage by Governor Neff submitted to 
the Legislature on Jan. 28, a part of 
w hich he quotes. Mr. Bralley attem pts 
to leave the inference th at in a state­ 
ment made by Governor Neff he had 
reference to transferring the home 
demonstration work of this College to 
the College of Industrial Arts. I do 
not believe the Governor had in mind 
the home demonstration work now 
being com.acted by this College when 
he wrote his message. The fact is, 
George B. Terrell and I discussed the 
readjustm ent of the relation between 
this College and the State Department 
of Agriculture with the Governor and 
the Governor suggested that the home 
economics work of the State Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture be transferred to 
Denton and the farm institute work 
lie transferred to this College, and 
that certain activities be transferred 
from this College to the State Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture.

of this message to the Governor him­ 
self, rather than attempt to interpret 
it for him. 
Secretary Houston’s View 
President Boral ley quotes a para­ 
graph from a letter written by David 
F, Houston, presumably when he was 
Secretary of Agriculture, with refer­ 
ence to the organization of farm ana 
home demonstration work. President 
Bralley interprets the paragraph from 
Dr. Houston’s letter to mean that he 
favored the separation of these two 
activities. 
A careful reading of the 
paragraph will disclose the fact that 
it is not subject to this interpretation. 
The fact is, Secretary Houston wa? 
opposed to the separation of farm and 
homo demonstration 
work, 
and 
so 
stated to the authorities of this Col­ 
lege. He favored, as he stated in his 
letter, “the co-operation and assis­ 
tance of institutions which have strong 
departm ents of home economics.” But 
it takgs quite a stretch of the imagi­ 
nation to interpret this to mean that 
the form er Secretary of Agriculture 
favored the separation of farm and 
home dem onstration work. The fact is, 
the authorities of the A .& M. College 
concur in the view’s expressed by Dr. 
Houston, and there is evidence to sup­ 
port the statem ent that the College 
authorities here have made many a t­ 
tem pts to cooperate with the College 
of Industrial A rts, as well as other 
State institutions, in conducting the 
home 
demonstration 
work 
of this 
State. 
Writer’s View 
President Bralley quotes from un­ 
dated letters of the w riter to show 
th at he has been inconsistent with 
reference to his own views concerning 
this m atter. I am not able to identify 
the letters from which quotations are 
taken, neither do I raeall the context 
and circumstances under which they 
were written. I should state, however, 
that when the Smith-Lever bill 
was 
pending in Congress I 
was 
of the 
opinion that a division of funds and 
separate’ adm inistration of these ac­ 
tivities would be desirable. But those 
who were responsible for drafting this 
law and securing its passage did not 
concur in th a t view. 
A fter I came 
to the A. & M. College, I still thought 
that 
a 
co-operative 
arrangement 
might be worked out that would prove 
satisfactory. Experience soon convinc­ 
ed me that the separation of farm and 
home demonstration work was both 
impracticable and undesirable as a 
m atter of public policy. I think that 
this must be the inevitable conclusion 
of any man who gives serious study 
to the adm inistrative problems con­ 
nected with this type of educational 
effort and who is not influenced by in­ 
stitutional pride or other personal rea­ 
sons. 
Justification for Policy 
President Bralley base* his argu­ 
ment for the separation of the home 
and farm demonstration work on the 
/round that this institution has no 
’aboratories for home economics. Thia‘ 
is both a fallacious and an incorrect 
premise on which to base his conclu­ 
sion. 
In the first place, those engag­ 
ed in agricultural extension work do 
not “extend” laboratories and physical 
equipment, but knowledge and exper-y 
ience, previously acquired by thoss 
enaraged in the service. 
/ 
But, for argum ent’s sake, suppose 
we admit that there is needed a back­ 
ground of resident instruction and 
'laboratory equipment in order to se­ 
cure efficiency in this work. There 
would still be justification for con­ 
tinuing the present policy. The basis 
of home demonstration work is food 
production and food conservation. In- 
: struction in food production involves 
gardening, orcharding, dairying and 
poultry husbandry. Food conservation 
^involves canning, drying, curing and 
a * W a r activities.

The farm er and the farm ­ 
er’s wife, more than the merchant 
and the m erchant’s wife, are p art­ 
ners in business and in daily confer­ 
ence about their common affairs. It 
is impossible to separate the butter­ 
making for houshold use from the 
butter-m aking for Commercial use.

More than 500,000 head of cattle were 
dipped or inspected for fever ticks in 
Texas during March, according to the 
Tenthly report of the United States 
reau of Animal Industry on the 
J tk of it and the Texas Live Stock 
Sanitary' Commission. 
The 
actual 
number of cattle reported dipped or 
inspected in both systematic and pre­ 
liminary counties in the entire State 
was 550,507 in a total of 42,221 herds. 
According 
to 
J. 
E. 
Biog-Scott, 
chairman of the commission, the work 
during March was more active than 
during any month since the practical 
suspension of activities last fall on 
account of cold weather. The report 
for the present month is expected to 
be at least double that of March, he 
said. 
The report shows that forty- 
six dipping vats were built in system­ 
atic counties during the month and 
thnt thirty-one were built in prelim­ 
inary' counties. 
In released territory, where quaran­ 
tined herds are being dipped and in­ 
spected, a total of 300,109 head of 
cattle was handled during the month. 
About 50 per cent of the work is done
